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Hospital beds under threat 


FEARS have been raised that Bridport will 
soon be facing a fight to protect its hospital 
services, as health bosses plan a major re¬ 
structure of patient care across Dorset. 

Senior councillors have voiced their concerns that 
the withdrawal of hospital beds in Bridport could be 
included among a raft of changes to be proposed later 
this year. 

NHS chiefs at the Dorset Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG), which is responsible for planning 
healthcare provision across the county, are currently 
reviewing a range of services and are expected to re¬ 
veal firm proposals in the summer. 

But community leaders are already preparing for a 
“battle” to safeguard crucial services and warn that 
closing beds would amount to a “fundamental breach 
of rights.”

Councillor Ros Kayes, a representative for Bridport 
on the town, district and county authorities, told View 
from Bridport: “I fear that what is really meant by 
‘hospital at home’ is the closure of beds at the com¬ 
munity hospital. 

“We have already lost the beds at the Hughes Unit 
[mental health] and I fear the loss of ordinary beds. 

“We fought a battle to save services at Bridport Hos¬ 
pital in 2011 and I fear we will have to fight again 
with the clinical services review.” 


Councillor Kayes also said there was a threat of clo¬ 
sure hanging over at least one of Dorset’s three main 
hospitals, including Dorchester, as a result of the 
CCG’s review. 

She added: “Saying that standards are not the same 
in smaller hospitals can be code for: we may close one 
of either Bournemouth, Poole or Dorchester. 

“This would be a fundamental breach of rights of 
access to health services for those living in a rural 
area.” 

Last month, the CCG unveiled a report entitled ‘The 
Need To Change’, outlining the county’s major 
healthcare challenges. 

The document reveals a long list of pressures on

West Bay cliff death 


AN ELDERLY woman 
has died in tragic cir¬ 
cumstances, after 
falling from a cliff top 
in West Bay, writes 
JACK DIXON. 

Emergency services 
were called to the scene 
last Wednesday morn¬ 


ing (February 11th) 
after the woman was 
found under the cliffs 
at East Beach. 

Police say it is un¬ 
clear at this stage 
whether the death was 
accidental or a deliber¬ 
ate act, but they are not 


treating the incident as 
suspicious. 

It is understood that 
the woman was in her 
70s and visiting the 
area from Hampshire. 

Police, ambulance 
and coastguard teams 
were alerted to the inci¬ 
dent shortly before 
12noon and rushed to 
the scene. 

Paramedics from the 
South Western Ambu¬ 
lance Service and spe¬ 
cial teams from the Air 
Ambulance made great 
efforts to save the 
woman, but she was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Three rescue officers 
from the West Bay 
Coastguard and a fur¬ 
ther two members of 
staff from the Lyme 
Regis Coastguard Res¬ 
cue Team attended the 
scene but to no avail. 

A spokesperson for 
the West Bay Coast¬ 
guard said: “The whole 
team was paged to re¬ 
ports from the police 
and ambulance service 


that there was a female 
casualty under the 
cliffs on East Beach, 
who appeared to have 
fallen from the cliff 
top. On arrival, the 
coastguard officers as¬ 
sisted the paramedics 
and police, and also 
prepared a landing site 
for the Dorset and 
Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance, which arrived 
shortly after to assist. 

“Despite the very best 
efforts of the ambu¬ 
lance service and the 
air ambulance para¬ 
medics, the woman 
tragically died at the 
scene. 

“The coastguard offi¬ 
cers then assisted the 
ambulance service with 
recovering the de¬ 
ceased back to a wait¬ 
ing ambulance. 

“Our heartfelt 

thoughts go out to the 
family and friends at 
this tragic time.” 

Police are still inves¬ 
tigating the circum¬ 
stances of the woman’s 
death but say they are 


Water heater 
sparks blaze 

A FAULTY water heater sparked a house fire in 
St Michael's Lane last week. 

The blaze caused significant damage to the 
heater cupboard and bathroom, with light 
smoke damage to the rest of the property. 

Firefighters from Bridport and Charmouth 
were called to the scene in the early hours of 
Wednesday morning (February 11th). 

Crews extinguished the fire using specialist 
equipment, having traced the source of the 
blaze to an electrical fault in the bathroom 
water heater. 

A spokesperson for the Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service said there had been 80 per cent damage 
to the heater cupboard and 70 per cent damage 
to the bathroom. 

Light smoke damage affected the rest of the 
house but no one is believed to have been in¬ 
jured.

NHS services, which the CCG 
says it “cannot continue” to de¬ 
liver in the same way. 

According to its projections, the 
number of people in Dorset over 
70 is expected to rise by almost a 
third by 2023, with the overall 
population passing 800,000. 

Access to NHS services is a par¬ 
ticular problem in West Dorset, 
according to the report, where one 
in four people do not have an easy 
public transport link to hospital - 
more than double the number in 
other parts of the county. 

And following national news 
headlines highlighting the pres¬ 
sure on accident and emergency 
services up and down the country 


this winter, the CCG says more 
than half of patients in Dorset are 
turning up at hospitals with only 
minor conditions that could be 
handled at home. 

It says now is the time to “face 
up to the issues” and “take action” 
to tackle a potential financial 
shortfall of up to £200 million 
over the next five years. 

The CCG’s services review was 
discussed at a meeting of the town 
council’s environment and social 
wellbeing committee last week, 
where members expressed their 
concerns that services in Bridport 
will be cut to balance the books. 

Councillor Dave Rickard said he 
also feared for the future of mental 
health services in the town, where 


many patients feel there is already 
a lack of provision. 

He added: “I have to say I am 
underwhelmed - it all looks very 
nice on the surface, but knowing 
what I do know about what is 
going on behind closed doors at a 
national level, I can only be ultra- 
cynical about the result. 

“I do not think the Dorset CCG 
have any power at all because it 
will be national policy that dic¬ 
tates what they can do.”

A formal public consultation is 
planned for this summer.

"There were a surprising number of people who 
wanted to own the venue and I am glad that it 
has gone to someone who has local roots and 
who intends to continue to run the Electric 
Palace with a varied programme of music, com¬ 
edy and film. 

"Together with my children, Gideon and 
Gabrielle, I have loved running the place. I will 
certainly miss all the excitement involved, but 


the venue will profit from an injection of new en¬ 
thusiasm and ideas, which I am confident that 
Susan and her family will provide. 

"I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
all the staff and stewards who have helped make 
the Electric Palace such a success over the last 
ten years and I am looking forward to seeing the 
Electric Palace continue to grow and reflect all 
that is great about Bridport and West Dorset."

FOCUS Comments misinterpreted Can we afford not to investigate unitary route? 


■ MR IAN Harvey appears unfortunately to have 
completely misinterpreted an article in a recent 
Focus publication. 

I gather it is because of a statement made that I 
had “met a number of times with representatives 
from campaign groups Advearse and Future Brid- 
port...”. 

I have in fact met four times with Advearse (be¬ 
cause I’ve been asked to) but only once with Mr 
Harvey (again when I was asked to). 

So all in all I have met several times with cam¬ 
paign groups. This was not meant to be misleading 
but it was meant to correct deliberate misrepresen¬ 
tation in a piece of recent party political literature 
(nothing whatsoever to do with Future Bridport or 
Mr Harvey ) that stated that the Lib Dem district 
councillor (myself) had taken no action over this 
issue. 

In fact I have been very engaged with a wide range 
of people over it, both in terms of the development, 
evidencing the flood risk, and also in protecting the 
trees, addressing pollution of the river and the foot¬ 
paths over Vearse Farm. 

Contrary to Mr Harvey’s assertions, the detailed 
notes that I took of the meeting show that we dis¬ 


cussed his ideas and his interaction with the devel¬ 
oper and I suggested he got involved with the 
Neighbourhood Plan if he wanted to be involved in 
the process. I’m glad to see he has done so. 

We looked at the plans he had received from Hal- 
lam Land Management and discussed some of the 
significant elements of those including the design 
of the buildings. 

I told him about the ‘masterplan’ that the develop¬ 
ers are meant to have drawn up in consultation with 
local councils. I have met with Advearse several 
times. 

I have also met with numerous other members of 
the public concerning this issue in order to hear their 
point of view. Strangely, it’s my job to represent 
people, from all sides, whether I agree with them or 
not! 

What I do find interesting however, is Mr Har¬ 
vey’s apparent ability to get detailed documentation 
from a developer when that developer had not and 
still has not shared that documentation with the 
town council. Perhaps he has contacts that the rest 
of us do not?

■ POPPED into Titanic House' 
last Tuesday to catch West 
Dorset District Council's all-im¬ 
portant Cabinet meeting. 

Just to listen, of course: the 
public doesn't get to speak 
when big decisions are being 
made. 

The meeting followed the fa¬ 
miliar, time-honoured routine 
of nodding self-congratulation, 
this time sprinkled liberally - 
almost doggedly - with the 
term "good news", perhaps for 
the benefit of the official min¬ 
utes or the lone press reporter. 

One agenda item, disposed 
of in under five minutes, con¬ 
cerned the establishment of 
the tri-council partnership, an 
arrangement by which the 
western half of Dorset will 
soon find itself awkwardly 


roped together. This isolated 
sentence in the officers' report 
caught my eye:"The tri-council 
partnership is designed to de¬ 
liver savings for the partner¬ 
ship of £6 million by 2020." 

No cabinet member drew at¬ 
tention to this, queried it, or 
sought clarification, so perhaps 
the meaning is plain enough: 
that over the next five to six 
years the resulting savings 
across half our county should 
average about £1 million per 
year. Even more "good news"? 

I'm far more impressed by 
Deloittes'2007 prediction that, 
by going unitary, the whole 
county would save at least £20 
million per year. Pro rata, that's 
ten times as good. 

Many other councils 
throughout England have al¬ 


ready made or are now com¬ 
missioning business cases in 
favour of going unitary; sub¬ 
stantial savings are anticipated. 

Yet Dorset County Council's 
current Leader disdains this ap¬ 
proach, asserting that it would 
not be a good use of public 
money. 

Typically, the going rate for a 
professional investigation is 
about £50,000. Does that 
sound a lot? 

Put in perspective, it's just 
one-fortieth of what WDDC 
lost on the sale of Stratton 
House. 

Could we afford to investi¬ 
gate unitary for Dorset? Can 
we afford not to?

tion towards the new ultrasound 
equipment."

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Grand plans for museum unveiled 


COMMUNITY leaders have un¬ 
veiled an exciting new vision 
for Bridport Museum, which is 
set to be transformed during a 
major redevelopment project. 

Around 150 people packed 
out the town hall last week to 
show their support for the am¬ 
bitious scheme, which has al¬ 
ready been awarded just 
under £100,000 in Lottery 
funding. 

Visitors were told that vital 
conservation work will be un¬ 
dertaken to help restore the 
Grade II listed building, on top 
of plans to install a lift and cen¬ 
tral heating. 

The project team has already 
appointed a designer and ar¬ 
chitect to develop the plans, 
and has set about fundraising 
to support the scheme. 

Museum curator Emily Hicks 
said the redevelopment proj¬ 
ect would ensure that Brid- 
port's heritage is preserved for 
generations to come. 

"There are a few issues and 
over the years the museum has 
not been cared for particularly 
well. 

"It has poorly-repaired win¬ 
dows and a really bad damp 
problem that needs sorting 
out,"she said. 

"We hope in the next few 
years to completely redevelop 
the museum - it will stay in the 
same building but all the dis¬ 
plays will be redone and it will

potentially be very exciting 
and something for the town to 
be incredibly proud of." 

Professionally staffed by the 
Bridport Museum Trust charity, 
the museum currently has the 
support of 11 trustees, backed 
by a team of 70 volunteers and 
around 200'friends' 

It currently opens on a sea¬ 
sonal schedule but there are 
plans for visitors to be able to 
access the museum all year 
round. 

Project manager Crystal 
Johnson added: "One of the 
key things that we need to 
prove as we move forward 
with the [funding] application 


is that we are not only looking 
after the museum, but we are 
also creating a museum that is 
sustainable in the future. 

"We need to put together a 
really robust business plan that 
shows that we can operate 
into the future and that every¬ 
thing is going to be safe¬ 
guarded. We need to look at 
things like the way the shop 
operates and ways in which we 
can increase the income. 

"One of the things that we re¬ 
ally want to get away from is 
the idea that it is a gloomy, dull 
and dusty museum full of old 
artefacts - we want it to be ex¬ 
citing, we want people to go 
there and feel they are enter¬ 
ing a journey of discovery, that 
actually the museum not only 
challenges those perceptions 
and is an exciting place to ex¬ 


plore but also very much em¬ 
bodies the character of Brid¬ 
port." 

The project team is also look¬ 
ing to expand the museum's 
facilities to include public toi¬ 
lets and a kitchen, as well as 
activity space that could be 
used by schools to encourage 
them to visit the museum. 

And those behind the 
scheme are now urging local 
people to demonstrate their 
enthusiasm for the project by 
contributing their own ideas 
and supporting the team's 
fundraising efforts. 

Judith Cabbie, collections 
manager at the museum, 
added: "We want to hear your 
views - we have a website, a 
page on Facebook, and we will 
he having consultations 
throughout the process. 

"If you don't like what we 
have suggested, please tell us. 
We want to hear the construc¬ 
tive criticism too. 

"The more evidence we have 
got for what we want to do 
helps us with the next stage of 
the application for Heritage 
Lottery funding." 

Trustee Amanda Streatfield 
said: "This is going to be such 
an exciting time for Bridport 
over the next two or three 
years."

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Business is booming in Bridport 


BRIDPORT town centre is continuing 
to thrive despite the challenging eco¬ 
nomic climate, according to the latest 
industry research, writes JACK DIXON 
& LOTTIE WELCH. 

At the end of last year there were 
fewer empty high street shops in Brid¬ 
port than any other town in the South 
West, with less than one in 50 prem¬ 
ises vacant. 

The findings, published last week by 
retail analysts the Local Data Com¬ 
pany, have been welcomed by Brid- 
port's business community, who say 
they are optimistic about the future. 

Tim Hunt, chairman of Bridport 
Business, the town's chamber of trade 
and commerce, said visitor numbers 
had risen over the last year, and the 
success of existing outlets had en¬ 
couraged others to set up shop in the 
high street. 

"Our own members' experiences 
and other survey reports confirm that 
the overall number of visitors and cus¬ 
tomers has grown considerably in re¬ 
cent years, and the report provides a 
welcome opportunity to publicise the 
wealth of products and services that 
are on offer to our growing local com¬ 
munity and visitors,"said Mr Hunt. 

"The collaboration between the 
council, chamber, town market and 
the many voluntary groups ensures 
that Bridport's reputation as an ex¬ 
ceptionally interesting town to visit 
and shop is growing. 

"This does attract considerable in¬ 
terest from new businesses who want 
to establish themselves in our town." 

According to the Local Data Com¬ 
pany's'Vacancy Report', Bridport was 
among the country's top 10 towns 
last year, with only 1.9 per cent of high 


street premises unoccupied at the 
end of 2014. 

The results put Bridport at the top of 
the list not only for West Dorset, but 
for the whole of the South West re¬ 
gion, reaffirming the town's reputa¬ 
tion among the area's top shopping 
destinations. 

When compared to the rest of the 
UK, which has an average vacancy 
rate of around 12 per cent, Bridport is 
thriving, with its wealth of hotels, en¬ 
tertainment outlets, restaurants and 
bars noted in the report.

"I like to think we all support each 
other to a large degree. Bridport is so 
different to anywhere else and the di¬ 
versity of shops draws people into the 
town." 

West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin said 
the report was a "great sign of the 
strengthening local economy". 

And town council leader Sarah 
Williams said the figures were "en- 
couraging"and a "great credit"to Brid¬ 
port's independent traders. 

Mayor Maggie Ray added: "Once 
again it is testament to the diversity 
of organisations and businesses in 
Bridport. We have a lot of local shops, 
but one of the main things that brings 
people back into the town is the 
friendly attitude of the shopkeepers - 
and long may it continue." 

Mr Hunt said the town's success had 
not come easily and that local busi-

nesses were working harder than ever 
to turn a profit. 

"The number of well-established in¬ 
dependent businesses in the town 
has long been considered vital to the 
stability and health of our high street," 
he said. 

"However, it cannot be overstated 
that the lack of effective support from 
government to our businesses, 
whether they are new or established, 
is a major concern for us. 

"The number of charity shops in the 
town has also caused concern 
amongst certain community groups, 
in terms of occupying vital premises. 

"But, as proven through feedback 
from our customers, the charity shops 
do provide a further attraction due to 
their diversity, as do the range of busi¬ 
nesses at the St Michael's Trading Es¬ 
tate." 

Alongside the hard work of individ¬ 
ual businesses, Mr Hunt put the town 
centre's continued success down to 
the strong network of community or¬ 


ganisations in Bridport. 

He added:"We strongly believe that 
the appearance of an empty shop is 
much more off-putting to visitors and 
customers, and therefore it comes as 
no surprise that having such good oc¬ 
cupancy rates means people want to 
visit and share such a wonderful and 
unique shopping experience where 
they are welcomed - as are the nu¬ 
merous potential new businesses 
who make applications to move into 
the town. 

"I believe if we, as a chamber and 
wider community, continue to offer

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ASBO for offender's 
'years of threatening 
behaviour' 


POLICE in Bridport say they have 
sent a message to the community that 
threatening behaviour “will not be 
tolerated”, after a notorious offender 
was given an anti-social behaviour 
order for a long history of offences. 

Daniel Carey, 30, was issued with the 
ASBO after being found guilty of a string of 
offences, including threatening behaviour. 

Weymouth Magistrates' Court also found 
Mr Carey guilty of assaulting a police officer 
and urinating in public. 

He has now been hit with 100 hours of un¬ 
paid work and a restrain¬ 
ing order preventing him 
from approaching staff at a 
Bridport pub. 

Police Constable Scott 
McGregor said the force 
had worked in conjunction 
with the community safety 
team at West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to press for 
the three-year order to be 
issued. 

“Carey's threatening be¬ 
haviour spanned many 
years,” he said. 

“As the Bridport town 
beat officer, my goal is to 
help protect the residents 
from being exposed to this 
type of behaviour.

“I am pleased the court agreed that Carey's 
behaviour is not acceptable and the people of 
Bridport deserve protection.” 

Under the terms of the order, Mr Carey is 
prevented from acting in an anti-social man¬ 
ner likely to cause “harassment, alarm or dis¬ 
tress” to other people. 

Further restrictions prevent the 30-year-old 
from being drunk in a public place or entering 
premises which are part of the Bridport and 
Area Pubwatch Scheme. 

Now officers are pressing home the mes¬ 
sage that they will clamp 
down hard on violent and 
disorderly behaviour. 

PC McGregor added: “I 
hope this order also re¬ 
minds others that threaten¬ 
ing behaviour of any kind 
will not be tolerated in 
Dorset, and that Dorset Po¬ 
lice will take residents' con¬ 
cerns seriously. 

“Dorset Police will con¬ 
tinue to encourage those 
with alcohol or drug de¬ 
pendency in Bridport to 
seek help and support 
through the local service 
provided by Exeter Drug 
Programme in Downes 
Street.” 


Driver suffers life-changing' injuries after crash 


A BRIDPORT woman was airlifted 
to hospital after suffering what police 
described as “life-changing” injuries 
in a serious car crash last week. 

The two-car smash happened on the 
B3157 coast road near Abbotsbury 
late on Friday evening, leaving both 
drivers with severe injuries. 

One of the motorists, a 48-year-old 
Bridport woman sustained significant 
injuries to the chest and was airlifted 
to Southampton Hospital for emer¬ 
gency treatment. 

The other driver, who was from 
Weymouth, was taken to Dorset 


County Hospital in Dorchester by 
land ambulance, after suffering frac¬ 
tures to her leg and arm. 

The dramatic crash occurred at 
around 10.30pm on Friday evening 
(February 13 th), on the coast road be¬ 
tween Portesham and Abbotsbury. 

Travelling in opposite directions, 
the two vehicles - a silver mini and a 
silver Renault Scenic - collided at 
high speed. 

Dorset Police were called to the 
scene within minutes of the acci¬ 
dent, and paramedics from the am¬ 
bulance service joined them shortly 


afterwards. 

A spokesperson for the force said 
the road was closed for several hours 
while special investigation teams ex¬ 
amined the scene, after the two casu¬ 
alties had been taken to hospital. 

Officers are appealing for more 
information about the collision and 
have urged witnesses to come for¬ 
ward. 

Anyone with information about the 
incident is advised to contact PC Rob 
Freeman from the Weymouth Traffic 
Department, via the 101 non-emer¬ 
gency number. 


New project will explore democracy 


DEMOCRACY will be coming to Brid¬ 
port in the form of a new project 
where residents can explore the 
town's heritage and the role it played 
in developing this political idea, 
writes LOTTIE WELCH. 

Robert Golden, the filmmaker and 
photographer behind the HOME in 
Bridport exhibition, has developed a 
new project for Bridport concerning 
the Bridport Charter, democracy and 
the Magna Carta. 

The project compiles events and 
exhibitions being held at various lo¬ 
cations in the town - such as Brid¬ 
port Arts Centre and the town hall 
chambers - throughout the year in¬ 
cluding a pre-election debate on the 
nature of democracy and celebra¬ 
tions of the 800th anniversary of the 
Magna Carta and Bridport Charter. 

Robert Golden said: "The Democ¬ 


racy in Bridport celebration was 
born out of the HOME in Bridport 
project. 

"I feel this is a vital time for all of us 
to look at what we believe and care 
about as a community and since my 
HOME exhibition in 2012 seemed to 
stir people into asking questions. I 
believe that likewise, this project 
may do the same. 

"Many people have joined and of¬ 
fered ideas and new skills in puppet 
making, dance and music. It's per¬ 
spective and depth has grown with 
these increased contributions." 

Up to 90 local artists and artisans 
will be involved in the project, which 
also has the support of The Sir John 
Colfox School. 

Mr Golden hopes the project will 
enlighten people and strengthen 
their understanding of the links be¬ 


tween Bridport and democracy. 

He added: "We will encourage 
young and old to become excited in 
the town's heritage and will help 
people to newly see its 1,000 listed 
buildings and how its religious, civil 
and industrial history played a part 
in its developing democracy. This 
will be accomplished through work¬ 
shops, theatrical pieces, an exhibi¬ 
tion, musical events and other 
offerings. 

"At the moment we are waiting for 
funding news but would like to ask 
if there are any local crafts people or 
artists who would decorate eight 
small ballot boxes as receptacles for 
the charter questionnaire that will 
be placed around town."

How do I choose a roofing contractor? 


ONE of the best places to start looking is in the 
NFRC (National Federation of Building Contrac¬ 
tors) Directory which lists proven property pro¬ 
fessionals from all over the UK. Always make sure 
the roofing contractor you hire is registered. 

Weeding out the cowboys, or how to spot 
a dishonest contractor; 

It is every homeowner's nightmare. Hiring a 
contractor that seemed capable on first impres¬ 
sion, only to have the make a mess of your beau¬ 
tiful home through lack of skill! 

Ask the prospective contractor for a portfolio of 
references and photo's of their work. Any good 
contractor will be happy to show you these. If 
they're not, it's probably best to look elsewhere. 

What to lookout for 

• No VAT! You pay for the materials and I'll 
supply Labour! (You still have to pay VAT on 
materials, research, guarantee and sort out in 
your time!) 

Commonly used 'sales pitches'; anything that 
sounds too good to be true usually is. Be 
especially aware of very low initial estimates. 

• Door knockers: never hire a contractor who 
offers their services door to door. 

• Pointing out functional problems: view 
descriptions of awful or very complicated 
problems with suspicion. If you can't easily 
find out about it online, it's probably not true. 

• It's urgent! Undue stress of this point is always 
a bad sign. An honest contractor will not 
pressure you into making a decision. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent 
and complexity of the job and on the materials 
used. Always consider written quotes (never ver¬ 
bal) before settling on a roofing contractor. Most 
professionals will produce a quote within 3 or 7 
days. 

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

Are you a registered trade member? 

We recommend that your contractor be regis¬ 
tered in a national trade association, such as the 
NFRC/ LSA 

Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to 
be specific, if the worker is hurt, and the roofing 
contractor does not have insurance, then the 
home owner is liable. Ask to have current certifi¬ 
cation sent to you. Do not accept the roofing con¬ 
tractor at their word. They may carry health, life 
and car insurance. Bland assurances of health 
coverage may refer to these. (Does your roofer's 
insurance cover him if he is not qualified?)

What is the company's workman ship warranty? 
Some warranties are for one year, some are for 
longer. 

The length of a roofing contractors warranty is 
not really as important as customer referrals. 
Most workmanship errors will be found within 
the first year, probably the first good storm. The 
reason this question is important is most roofing 
contractors will warranty the workmanship, and 
the manufacturer will warranty the product as 
long as it is installed correctly. Make sure you un¬ 
derstand warranties. (Warranty's apply to new 
works excludes repair works) 

Does your roofer carry out risk assess¬ 
ments and method statements for each 
job by a qualified site supervisor /opera¬ 
tive? What is a risk assessment? 

i) Identify the hazard 

ii) Decide who may be harmed and how 

iii) Evaluate the risk and decide on some 
precautions 

iv) Record your findings 

v) Review your assessment and update if 
necessary 

Is your roofer trained to work at heights? 
Does your roofers have an NVQ or is 
trained/approved in the job to be carried 
out? 

Do you need scaffolding? 

The answer is yes if the works take hours rather 
than minutes 

The cost of a tiles and the time to replace them 
can be almost insignificant compared with the 
cost of access. No sane roofer will place their 
safety below cost-cutting. Watching a man in 
his thirties being lifted on a spine board into an 
ambulance... is not a sight or responsibility you 
want to be left with! 

If you think it is expensive to hire a professional 
wait until you hire an amateur.

Simultaneously the 
legendary Tom Zutaut of Geffen Records (who signed 
the likes of Guns N Roses and Motley Crue), on a scout¬ 
ing mission to Dublin, heard Eleanor in a pub, bought 
her demo cassette and on the spot decided he wanted 
to sign her to Geffen. 

Everything changed and Eleanor was off to tour the 
world, while at the same time A Woman's Heart stormed 
the Irish charts and still remains the biggest selling Irish 
record in the home market. 

Zutaut's departure from Geffen led to Eleanor re¬ 
signing to Columbia Records in New York for a time and 
then went onto work with producer Rupert Hine (Rush, 

Stevie Nicks, Tina Turner) and engineer Ruadhri Cush- 
nan (George Michael, Mumford and Sons and the Mac¬ 
cabees).
